salvage vessel Artiglio, 
which was 


trying to recover 55,000,000 in gold 
bullion from the sunken liner Egypt 
exploded and sank off the island of 
Houat with the loss of 14 men, port 
officials here anounced today. 


The explosion took place yester- 


day afternoon, but first word of it 
readied hero today through a signal 
station of Iloedic island, not 
far 


from Houat. 


Two of the men who 
were killed 


were found In full diving equipment 
among the wreckage of tho vessel.

The signal man on Hoedio island

through discussions of their mutual 
problems practical methods for their 
solution. These include rural credits, 
agricultural taxation, acreage re- 
duction, sub-marginal lands and 
transportation. 


In his opening adress, President 


Thompson challenged what he said 
was a prevailing opinion that agri- 
culture's troubles were due to over- 
production. The cause, he said, lay in 
faulty, distribution. There was a gen- 
uine market surplus of goods that 
could be sold with adequate return 
to the producer, he admitted, but 
added: 


"In terms of human need there is 


no surplus. In our great cities to- 
-day are hundreds of thousands of 
men and women, walking the streets, 
idle. Factory doors are dark and mul- 
titudes are hungry. There are to- 
day, too, millions of farm people in 
need of every product of those factor- 
ies and there are millions of dol- 
lars "worth of farm products rotting 
in the ground because there is no 
market for that produce. The fault 
cannot be explained by the word 
'surplus.' On the one hand are mil- 
lions needing food and without the 
wherewithal to get it—on the other 
hand millions desiring the product 
of the hungry city workers."

tures as one of the ingredients^ of 
oleo, the people of that section" of 
the country did not object ip the 
housewife turning from the use of 
good1 wholesome dairy butter to oleo, 
but -the oleo manufacturers change 
from cotton seed oil to cocoanut oil,

"Many people believe tha 
it becomes lawful to run with th 
capacity .of the engine as the onlj 
limit, but this is not the case. The 
traffic code adopted in 1929 contain 
two basic requirements which must 
he met regardless of the speed. Thi 
first is that a vehicle may not hi 
operated carelessly or heedlessly, in 
•willful or wanton disregard of tin 
safety of others, or without due re 


. gard to the traffic, surface, width o 


highway, and any other condition of 
any nature then existing-. The sec 
ond is that in traversing intersec 
tions, where the operator does no: 
have a clear view of approaching 
traffic, the speed shall not be great- 
er than that which will permit the 
operator to stop within one-half the 
distance within which he is able to 
see approaching traffic.

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WHEN PRESIDENTS CLASH 
,The 
senate may refuse to confirm 


presidential *_ appointments. That 
is 


within its jurisdiction. William Green, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, may work against confirma- 
tion of presidential appointees. That 
Js within his jurisdiction. But no one 
is going to dictate to Herbert Hoover 
•whom he shall appoint to cabinet or 
other positions. That is his jurisdic- 
tion. 


Had Mr. Green desired to force the 


president to appoint someone as secre- 
tary of labor who did not belong to 
the federation, he could hardly have 
followed any better policy to accom- 
plish that purpose than he did. His in- 
sistance that the new secretary must 
come from the federation, coupled with 
something at least approaching an in- 
timation that'he would fight any other 
appointment, settled the issue against 
"him. 


No .longer did conciliation mark the 


president's course. He shot out his 
answer in a stiff blow, saying: "Mr. 
Green's enunciation -that appointments 
"must come from one "organization in 
fact imposes upon me the duty to main- 
tain the principle of open and equal 
opportunity and freedom in appoint- 
ments to'public office." The president 
thereupon, appointed Mr. Doak and is- 
sued the further statement that he 
would not "debar any labor man in the 
United States, whether or not affiliated 
with the great federation, -from the op- 
portunity or the aspiration to attain 


- any office in the land." 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Doak be- 


longs to the Brotherhood of Railway 


* [Trainmen, which is, if we mistake not, 
an older order than the federation it- 
self, and having advanced himself 
through his own sturdy efforts in life, 
coupled with clean and orderly habits 
of mind, as well as native ability of a 
high order; it cannot .be denied that he 
'comes up to Mr. Green's definition of 
a secretary of labor as one who "should 
be a man who understands the Ameri- 
can, labor movement, its problems and 
the thought and mind of American la- 
bor." To start out earning one's own 
living in overalls shunting box cars, 
and at an early age, to be without 
means or influence except the means 
one earns and-the influence one merits, 
and to be at 47 years of age a member 
of the cabinet of the president of the 
United States, tells whether opportun- 
ity is still abroad in the land. 


Out' of 'the clash something more 


than sparks arose, for Mr. Green has 
learned that there are limitations, as of 
course there must be, upon his influ- 
ence, and the American people have 
learned that the president has that ster- 
ling quality known as backbone, and 
does not court the favor-of others for 
the sake of their influence, but is more 
interested in preserving and at all 
times upholding those sound principles 
of fairness and equality that are an in- 
dispensable adjunct in a free govern- 
ment.

MOONEY AND BILLINGS 


There is not a great deal of comment 


that may be passed upon the refusal 
of the sup:enie court of California to 
recommend a pardon for Warren K. 
Billings for the simple reason that 
about everything that could be said 
has already been said, and over and 
over again. 


The real issue at stake is often cloud- 


ed. It is not whether Billings and Moo- 
ney are guilty^ but whether they have 
had that prime requisite in all free gov- 
ernments, a fair trial, and 
whether 


there was produced at that trial a fair 
amount of evidence to demonstrate 
their guilt. No one knows whether 
they are guilty of planting that death 
dealing bomb for the 1916 parade un- 


in their intimate counsels or may have 
actually seen the deposit of the deadly 
instrument. 


But these men were convicted on 


the testimony of two witnesses who 
swore to having recognized them, one 
of the witnesses apparently an hysteric 
of little credibility and who recanted 
his story, but the other a seemingly 
responsible person who made a deep 
impression upon all who heard him but 
has been demonstrated by documentary 
proof, letters he wrote himself, to have 
tried to get others whom he knew were 
a thousand miles away at the time, to 
also identify these men as the ones who 
dropped the suitcase. Any man pos- 
ing as a disinterested witness giving 
testimony only through his duty of 
citizenship but clearly proven by his 
own writings as an active party in the 
perpetration of fraud upon court and 
jury, has completely shattered the val- 
ue of his own testimony and raised a 
cloud of doubt in connection with the 
entire prosecution. 


Mooney and Billings are suffering 


not so much because of evidence 
weighty enough to convict them but 
because of bad records. They were 
both men of violence. One had server" 
a term for crime, the other had been 
identified with various forms of sabo- 
lage. Billings conceded that at the time 
of the explosion he was busy destroy- 
ing automobile tires and other proper- 
ty because of some alleged labor dis- 
pute. That they may have committed 
other offenses may be of some weight 
when they are charged Avith crimes of 
violence, but it still does not take the 
place of that "essential thing, .'credible 
evidence to couple them up with the 
crime of which they stand charged. 
When the- principal witness against 
them is shown to have been a sub- 
orner of perjury himself, and that by 
his own handwriting, it is not complir 
mentary to the processes of the law ob- 
taining in California that nothing is 
done about it. 


There is another lesson, that of the 


care with which men should guard 
their reputations, the danger to those 
who use destructive methods of being 
accused of still more terrible crimesj 
for had Mooney and Billings been 
without the,record of violence which 
trailed them wherever they went they 
would not only be free today but prob- 
ably would never have been accused of 
crime.

Today's Anniversary 


ELI WHITNEY'S BIRTH 
. 
. 


On Dec. 8, 1765," Eli Whitney, an American in- 


ventor, famous for his invention of the cotton 
gin,-was born at Westboro, Mass. 


Graduated from "ifale in 1793, Whitney went to 


Georgia as a teacher, where he found he had a 
generous patron in the widow of General Na- 
thaniel Greene of Revolutionary fame, on whose 
estate he resided and studied law. While here, 
he was encouraged to display his inventive gen- 
us and at the request of some neighbors of Mrs. 
reen he attemnted to devise a machine for sep- 


arating the seed from the fiber of the cotton. 


After he had built the machine from hand- 


made- tools, it was stolen by thieves who had 
broken, into his workshop. Thus, he was unable 
to get a patent for it. He then went to Con- 
necticut to manufacture cotton gins but litiga- 
ion growing out of the claims of imitators con- 
sumed his profits. Later, he established a fire- 
arms factory at Whitneyville, near New Haven, 


lonn., and maintained it with success. Whitney 
enjoyed but little material reward from the gin, 
which immediately proved one of the most im- 
portant inventions connected with the cotton 
manufacture. 


HOW JOSHUA DID IT 


British archeology has been busy in 


Palestine, along Avith the British gov- 
ernment, and some of its results are 
unusually interesting. The latest rev- 
elation from these historical scientists 
concerns the ancient, strongly fortified 
city of Jericho, Avhose Avails, according 
to the biblical account, fell doAvn at the 
sound of trumpets bloAvn by Joshua 
and his besieging army. 


The main facts, the excavators re- 


port, are historically correct as given 
in the Old Testament. While the Is- 
raelites Avere infesting the city, Joshua 
had set his sappers and miners to Avork 
tunnelling under the Avails, undermin- 
ing them and placing tree trunks Avhere 
they could do the most good. Then," 
when everything Avas ready, the gen- 
eral marched his army around, bloAving 
'the trumpets to create a diversion, 
Avhile the fires Avere lighted. The Avails 
soon crumbled and fell and the city it- 
self was destroyed by fire, as the 
Scriptures tell. 


If the new interpretation changes 


the emphasis from religious faith to 
practical, scientific fighting, it does not 
detract any from this generation's ad- 
miration for doughty old Joshua.

applying artificial respiration, with 
pictures to "show every

point, so that you can't go wrong. 
This booklet belongs in every em- 
ergency outfit. 


One of the points I deem inipor- 


:ant -in applying Schafer's method 
prone pressure) is that the subject's 
face should be turned toward one 
side and both arms should rest on 
the ground above the head and out 
of the operator's way. This is the 
correct position which Schafer him- 
self prescribed and Schafer has nev- 
er approved any modification of his 
method. 


Many instructors teach that it is 


all right to place one of tlie sub- 
ject's arms under the head or chin, 
which they say lifts the nose and 
mouth above any water mud or sand 
which might obstruct the entrance 
of air. I maintain that it is suffi- 
cient, as Schafer himself explained, 
to turn the subject's face toward one 
side in order to keep the nose and 
mouth clear. I maintain further that 
the elevation of the head by even 
the width of the wrist or forearm 
creates a ti-ap in which water or 
other fluid is likely to be retained 
in the chest; whereas in the position 
Schafer prescribes the nose and 
mouth are at the lowest level, when 
the body rests on level ground, and 
any fluid in the breathing passages 
drains by gravity. 


Up to 1929 the

Cross and many other organizations 
approved a manual of instruction in 
resuscitation in which the first aid 
worker was advised to begin by lift- 
ing the subject hi the jack knife 
position, in order to drain the water 
from the windpipe and other tubes. 
Now and again in 192S this column 
criticized 
that performance and 


pointed out that Schafer's method, 
when correctly applied, takes care 
of the drainage of water from the 
chest, so that it seemed a fatal and 
inexcusable delay in the attempt to 
save the victim's life. When the 1919 
edition of the resuscitation manual 
came out the jack knife trick with 
picture, wag missing, and no explan- 
ation, or apology was made. 


Then here Jate in 1930 I attempted 


to get a bit of -jnoral support from 
Professor Henderson, Tandell Hea 
derson, than whom there is no better 
authority on resuscitation. But the 
professor dashed my hopes. He sale 
he thinks it is well to put the sub- 
ject's arm under the head, especially 
where the resuscitation is in a mine 
because there are apt to be puddles 
of water on the ground, and an un- 
conscious man might drown if his 
nose and mouth were allowed to resl 
in such a puddle. Besides, this great 
authority told me, a little water in 
the lungs is not important because 
it is quickly absorbed anyway.

of my sails, I confess. Unfortunately, 
I had been citing Prof. Yandell Hen- 
derson as 3, leading authority in my 
talks about various aspects of the 
subject, so I

The 
main building- and &ree brooder 
houses are located in an inclosed 
yard two acres in extent. 


The main building with the base- 


ment is three stories high and 24 
by 30 feet. Each floor is provided 
with modern lighting, ventilation, 
heating, 
self feeders water tanks, 


roosts, dropping platforms and nests. 
The equipment is nearly all steel. 
The brooder houses are of the best 
modern type as are the battery broo- 
ders. 


Three thousand White Leghorn 


chicks were started by Rumberg- and 
Nelson in 
battery 
brooders last 


spring and after passing two weeks 
in these brooders they were moved 
into the regular brooders in the 
yard where on warm days they bask- 
ed in the sunshine about the broo- 
ders. At four monthe of age the 
cockerals and cull pullets were re-, 
moved from the Dock and in fatten- 
ing pens, were prepared for the mar- 
ket as broilers.

NEED VENTILATION 


Chickens May Not Be Stub- 


born When They Roost on 
Window Sill 


Just because a pulletv insists on 


roosting on the window sill of the 
poultry house does not always prove 
that she is stubborn, suggests Coun 
ty Agent Gus Sell. 


It may be that she is quite sensi- 


ble for, no doubt, she has picked 
the best ventilated spot in the whole 
house for her roost. 


When cold weather comes, there 


Is frequently a tendency on the part 
of some to close the poultry house 
so tight that no fresh air can get in 
and the pullet, being accustomed to 
plenty of fresh air on the range, may 
go to the window for comfort. 


According to J. B. Hayes, of the 


Wisconsin college 
of 
agriculture, 


care should be taken in housing pul- 
lets for the winter. 
To suddenly 


change them from their rather open 
house on the field to a close, un- 
ventilated house may 
spoil then- 


chances for good winter production. 


When the an- in the laying house 


becomes stale and moist from lack 
of ventilation, the birds chill easily 
and such troubles as colds soon de- 
velop. Fresh air, being more dry, 
feels warmer to the birds. When pul- 
lets are comfortable, they eat better 
and lay better. 


When a sudden drop In tempera- 


ture is expected in the late fall, 
Hayes suggests saving- some of the 
heat in the laying house by closing 
the windows but part way. This 
permits fresh air to come in, the 
pullets will be warmer and will keep 
in better health. 


A baffle ventilator, 
such 
as is 


recommended for the Wisconsin hen 
house, if properly installed will pro- 
vide ventilation without permitting 
drafts. 
The county agent advises 


that he has such plans for this 
homemade ventilator in his office 
and that about an hour's work Is all 
that is needed for anyone to install 
one.

Motorists Advised Not. 


To Use Methyl Alcohol 


Madison—People who propose to 


use rneth}! alcohol, or nethanol, 
~.s 


an anti-freeze mixture for their auto- 
mobiles this winter should exercise 
great care both in handling the mix- 
ture and in draining it into the car. 
Blindness has often been reported 
from a single small dose of methyl 
alcohol, according to the State Edu- 
cational Committee of the State Med- 
ical Society. 


"State 
legislature should enact 


laws protecting the people from the 
use of methyl alcohol," declares the 
bulletin of the Medical Society to- 
day. "In the meantime we are join- 
ing with the American Medical Asso- 
ciation in a campaign of education to 
acquaint the people of the state with 
the dangers that result from the use 
of methanol. So far, there have been 
no deaths reported in Wisconsin 
from this anti-freeze mixture, but in- 
vestigations which have been con- 
ducted in other states, show the haz- 
ards and we are taking time by the 
forelock to warn the people." 


"Methanol is a volatile, cumulative 


poison," declares the bulletin issued 
jointly by the Wisconsin Medical So- 
ciety and the American Medical As- 
sociation. "When taken in frequently 
repeated small doses it induces blind- 
ness ; In larger doses, whether by the 
stomach or lungs, It may cause 
death. The greater part of any quan- 
tity of methanol that reaches the 
luna;s is absorbed and the dose suffi- 
cient to cause poisoning is not large. 


"An investigator at the Harvard 


School several years ago compared 
the effects of ethyl alcohol and syn- 
thetic methanol (methyl alcohol) in a 
test on animals. 
Animals that re- 


ceived ethyl alcohol were less strong- 
Jy affected by 
succeeding doses, 


whereas those receiving methyl be- 
came more deeply poisoned with each 
dose. After the third or fourth ad- 
ministration of a compai-atively large 
dose the animals passed into a state 
of coma in which they died. 


"The more highly aeveloped nerv- 


ous system of man is more seriously 
affected by methyl alcohol than is 
that of the lower animals, and per- 
manent blindness has often been re- 
ported from single, sometimes small 
doses of methyl alcohol, whereas 
such results are unknown with ethyl 
alcohol. 


"It has been asserted that syn- 


thetic methanol is not poisonous be- 
cause it is a pure product. Tins is 
entirely erroneoiis since the truth is 
that in any preparation of methanol 
the toxic substance !s the methanol 
itself. 


"If, as now seems probable, meth- 


anol is widely sold for use in auto- 
mobiles during the coming winter, 
and if, precautions and warnings in 
regard to the dangers of inhaling itf 
fumes frplii heated radiators are not 
instituted it is highly probable that 
many cases of blindness will result 
and probably also fatalities. The pub- 
lic should be protected by law against 
its own ignorance of such, matters.'

DAJRY SUBSTITUTES 


Introduces M e a s u r e in 


House to Amend t930 
Tariff Measure

Washington—On the heels of the 


Wisconsin congressmen's move to 
have the United States Tariff com- 
mission investigate dairy rates, Rep.« 
Merlin Hull of Black River Falls in- 
troduced a bill to amend the 1930 
tariff law providing for increased 
duties on butter and butter substi- 
tutes, cheese and cheess substitutes, 
and casein. 


If this bill should be passed, Rep. 


Hull explained, it would be possible 
for the President to proclaim still 
higher duties on these products if ths 
commission's investigation 
should 


show that the increases are justified 
by the higher costs of production in 
this country as compared with com- 
peting countries. 


Under the Hull bill, introduced 


Tuesday, the rate on butter would be- 
24 cents a pound, as against 14 cents 
a pound. Under the flexible provi- 
sions, the duty could be raised to 36 
cents a pound or lowered to 12 cents 
if the Hull amendment should be 
passed, and can be raised to 21 cents 
or lowered to 7 cents under the pres- 
ent tariff.
